1/12/11  Matters  arising

2/12/11  Treasurer's  Report 

Mike  tabled  the  accounts  for  the  period  20th  Sept.-Ist  Dec.  The  balance  on  December  first  was  £464.10.  He 
advised  the  committee  that  he  had  looked  at  the  projected  figures  for  2012  and  was  concerned  that  there 
might  be  a  shortfall.  Income  comes  from  membership  fees  and  can  vary  from  year  to  year.  There  have  been 
increased  costs  for  postage  and  the  hire  of  the  supper  room. 

Following  discussion  it  was  decided  that  the  following  actions  be  taken. 

1.  The  membership  be  asked,  at  the  AGM,  to  approve  a  rise  in  subscriptions  to  £12  for  an  individual  and  £20 
for  a  couple  to  take  effect  January  2013. 

2.  The  first  talk  of  the  autumn  programme  be  in  October  and  an  outside  activity  be  planned  for  September. 

3.  The  fee  for  visitors  to  talks  be  increased  to  £2  from  January  but  the  coffee  left  at  donations. 

4.  To  look  into  the  possibility  of  an  alternative  insurer.  The  current  policy  recommended  by  CBA  has  a  high 
brokerage  fee  but  it  may  be  our  only  option. 

5.  To  proceed  with  a  colour  newsletter.
